N Association which is notable for the amount of 

strenuous and closely studied work it has carried 
on in relation to many aspects of Reconstruction has 
just issued, in the form of a report,* its programme for 
the future of the countryside, in its function as a place 
of recreation for the public. Hitherto this has been 
mainly a matter of chance and opportunity, with the 
various competitors for the use of the land, each doing 
their best to protect their own interests. 

Apart from the inevitable encroachments of building 
development, and its immediate incidental demands 
for playing fields, golf links, racecourses, aerodromes, 
etc., we find also the need for enclosure in the case of 
market gardens, allotments, and also, to a somewhat 
less exclusive extent, for the farmer, to protect. his 
cattle and crops. 

On the other hand, there are the numerous societies 
aiming at the protection of such rights of access that 
the public has acquired to routes and locations of 
general interest by reason of their beauty and associa- 
tions. Thus a conflict may sometimes arise between the 
demand of rural economy and the desirable recreative 
facilities ; the increased importance of a well-planned 
agriculture and production, and the value of free access 
to as much of the country as possible call for a well- 
defined programme to reconcile both demands, and also 
those of the proposed increased activity in afforestation. 

It is fortunate that much of the land which has been 
traditionally open is that of such poor quality as to have 
offered little temptation to the cultivator, but, recollect- 
ing what occurred at the time of the Enclosure Acts 
at the end of the eighteenth century, it appears possible 
that some further demands may be made on unenclosed 
ground by one or other of the various Government 
Departments interested. 

These aspects are not entirely ignored in the document 
before us, but it is mainly devoted to showing how the 
programme for National Parks and the links between 
them can be related to the scale and conditions in Great 
Britain. It is pointed out that wé have not the Rockies, 
the Andes or the Himalayas. For a large population 
on a relatively small island we must make the most 
of what we have. The subject is divided into three 
sections. The first deals with footpaths and other modes 
of access to appropriate areas, together with the pro- 
vision of holiday camps and hostels; the second with 
the characteristics of Nature reserves; and the third 
with what are termed ‘“ Landscape Tracts,” covering 
such considerations as scenery and viewpoints. 

Under the first heading it is indicated that if the 
objectives for popular ¢xcursions were limited to well- 
known districts, such as Snowdonia, the Lakes or the 
Peak area, these, with the increasing demands, might 
easily become overcrowded and too much like Brighton 
Pier, defeating the objects of a holiday of this kind.

This might appeal to some, but not to the many who seek 
a quiet holiday amid natural surroundings not, however, 
necessarily when quite untempered by human activities, 
as the landscape of these islands’owes‘much of its special 
charm to its well-lived-in agricultural scenery. A strong 
bid is made for a well-organised system of footways, 
utilising those now existing and, by skilful planning, 
linking them together ; in so doing some modifications 
may be justified, in the interests both of the pedestrian 
and of the farmer. The cyclist is also entitled to con- 
sideration ; his routes will more nearly approximate to 
those of the main roads, but some may diverge from 
these to give access to objectives of special interest, 
though it is requisite that they should be distinct when 
on the same line as the footpaths. Camping sites should 
be selected with a view to the possible provisions for 
services and supplies, and the present programme for 
hostels would demand expansion. It is noted that canal 
and river towpaths may form a useful element in the 
system of footways. In any case these developments 
will necessitate an educational campaign to make towns- 
folk appreciate the countryman’s needs as regards the 
protection of cattle, crops, and rural amenities generally, 
and a service of scouts might exercise a degree of control, 
to ensure that the public should not abuse the benefits 
of the countryside. 

Timber-bearing plantations would have to be subject 
to special regulations; at some stages of growths the 
public would have to be excluded but at others they 
might be admitted. Mixed timber with “ scrub ” is, it is 
pointed out, the most favourable to the development of 
wild life. This brings us to the question of Nature 
reserves, which would in many cases occupy areas too 
broken and irregular for economic planting or cultivation, 
and these would form an attractive feature in the general 
scheme of the rural routes, often connecting with the 
hill tops and commons having a special interest for 
“hikers ” and others. 

Lastly, our study brings us to the special case of well- 
recognised scenery to which the public have an un- 
doubted right of access ; this not only embraces the moun- 
tain and lake areas, but also the more important river 
valleys and hill country, and particularly the sea coast, 
whether cliffs, sand-dunes, or the softer and more 
furnished stretches. In this case the main danger to 
the public interest lies in the tendency to pick out 
selected sites for building purposes. Formerly much of 
the coast line had a walking way along it for the coast- 
guard patrols, but since the abandonment of these 
some of it has been lost and the restoration of these 
sections is obviously desirable, especially along the cliff 
tops, which offer a series of fine viewpoints. 

Much more could be said, but the claim that a definite 
body should be formed to guide action for the above 
objects has surely been made good, and we should 
hope that this proposition will, by the co-operation of 
the various societies interested, take a definite shape.

Winchester Cathedral Repairs. 

Warittne in the ‘“‘ Winchester Cathedral 
Record,’’ the Dean of Winchester states 
that : ‘‘ Shortage of materials and labour 
has made it impossible now to proceed 
with the much-needed repairs to the stone- 
work of Winchester Cathedral, on which 
the Dean and Chapter embarked with the 
help of the Friends in 1938. The same 
disability applies to other lesser repairs. 
A more serious matter,’’ he proceeds, “‘ is 
some settlement which is taking place in 
the 13th century buttress in the crypt, 
on which our architectural surveyor has 
sought the advice of Mr. Ralph Freeman, 
of Sir Douglas Fox and Partners, struc- 
tural engineers. 

‘A detailed report is expected shortly, 
and we should hope to receive Government 
priority for whatever work might be re- 
garded as urgently necessary.”’ 


St. Albans Almshouses Saved. 

THe Roger Pemberton Almshouses, in 
Peter-street, St. Albans, founded in 1627, 
have been saved from demolition by the 
timely action of the St. Albans City 
Council. To prevent demolition the City 
Council not only made an Order under the 
Town and Country Planning Act direct- 
ing that such action should not be carried 
out without its consent, but also made an 
offer to the Charity Commissioners to buy 
the buildings for £4,100. 

The Council’s decision that the alms- 
houses were worthy of preservation on 
account of their special architectural and 
historic interest had the ‘support of the 
Society for the Protection of Ancient 
Buildings, whose technical adviser, Mr. 
John E. Macgregor, submitted a report 
after the help of the Society had been 
sought by Councillor C. W. Dumpleton, 
Mayor of St. Albans. 


York Guildhail Damage. 

In reference to the proposed restoration 
of the Guildhall and 
York, which were destroyed in a raid 
last year, the War Damage Commission 
have intimated to the Estates Committee 
that the two buildings must be regarded as 


a single unit for the purpose of compensa-. 


tion; that they do not regard the damage 
as total loss, and that the appropriate pay- 
ment would, therefore, be ‘“‘a cost of 
works payment.” 

The Estates Committee say that plans 
have been prepared for the construction 
of a new petrirh | office and strong room 
(ground floor and basement only) on the 
site of the old Council Chamber, and they 
recommend that this work be put in hand 
when the necessary permissions are forth- 
coming. 


Register of Town Planners. 

Tue Central (Technical and Scientific) 
Register, Alexandra House, Kingsway, 
London, W.C.2, wishes to have an up-to- 
date record of all town planners, and in- 
vites town, planners. who are not enrolled 
on the Register, but who possess either 
of the following qualifications, to apply for 
enrolment :— . 

(a) Persons, who: have passed the final 
examination. of the Town Planning Joint 
Examination Board, or an examination 
exempting therefrom. 

(b) Persons who, although not holding 
the qualification in (#) have had a suitable 
training in the profession and have had at 
least five years’ actual experience in a 
position of direct responsibility in it. 

In addition, the Central (Technical and 
Scientific) Register asks all persons already 
enrolled on the Register who possess either 
of the above qualifications to write to the 


unicipal Offices at - 
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Register and give full details of their ex- 
perience in town planning. If they have 
previously given such details, it is re- 
quested that they should, nevertheless, 
write, so that their details may be brought 
up to date and a complete record obtained. 


A.A. School Party to Allied Architects. 

THE presence of so many members of 
the Allied Nations in this country affords 
an excellent opportunity for the architects 
among them to get together and to ex- 
change views on subjects of mutual in- 
terest. The A.A. School tried the experi- 
ment of inviting Allied architects and 
students to an informal party at its war- 
time home at Hadley recently. The 
British Council co-operated by obtaining 
names from the various governments, and 
about a hundred invitations were sent out. 
About forty guests, belonging to eight 
different uations, met the staff and 
students of the School, had tea in the 
garden, and were shown something of the 
work that is being done. The party was 
a great success. Mr. R. E. Enthoven and 
Mr. A. S. Knott represented the A.A. 
Council, and the Secretary, Mr. Alexan- 
der, was also present.

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MALTESE ARCHITECTURE 


LECTURE BY PROFESSOR 
ABERCROMBIE. 
(From a Correspondent.) 

Tue little island of Malta, which has 
so stoutly resisted the attacks of the Axis 
for so many months, is remarkable for 
the beauty and profusion of its architec- 
ture. Many of its fine buildings, un- 
happily, have been destroyed or severely 
damaged by Axis bombing; and it was 
the Malta of pre-war days that Professor 
Patrick Abercrombie described in a most 
interesting lecture on ‘‘ Maltese Architec- 
ture’’ which he gave, under the auspices 
of the Malta League, at Burlington House 


on Friday, July 23. The meeting was. 


very well attended, many Maltese being 


present. The chair was occupied by 
General Sir Charles Bonham-Carter, 
former Governor of Malta, President, 


Malta League. 

PROFESSOR ABERCROMBIE, whose lecture 
consisted of a. running commentary on 
lantern slides, began by showing a plan 
of the harbour area of Malta, describing 
how the earliest building development 
began on the two small peninsulas on 
the eastern side of the Grand Harbour, 
Borgo and Senglea, closed in on the land- 
ward side by the remarkable military forti- 
fications known as the Cottonnera Lines. 

After a few remarks on early ‘‘ Medi- 
terranean Gothic’’ architecture, of which 
the island contained a few examples, the 
lecturer proceeded to describe how, after 
the defeat of the Turks in 1565, 
Vallette, the Grand Master of the Order 
of the Knights of St. John, decided to 
build a new city on the large peninsula 
which divides and commands the two 
great harbours of Malta—the Grand 
Harbour and the Marsamuscetto Har- 
bour. This city was, of course, named 
after him. Notwithstanding that the site 


is really a rocky hill with steeply sloping 
La Vallette adopted a gridiron 


sides, 


plan, which resulted in some of the 
lateral streets becoming stairways. 

One recalls Byron’s lines in his “ Fare- 
well to Malta” :— 

‘* Adieu ye cursed streets of stairs, 

How surely he who mounts you 
swears!” 

The lecturer then proceeded to describe 
the remarkable fortifications which sur- 
round Valetta and continue on around 
its southerly suburb of Floriana. These 
fortifications are of immense strength and 
complexity, and have gateways at inter- 
vals which are magnificent examples of 
Baroque fortress architecture. 

Professor Abercrombie then showed and 
described some of the individual buildings 
of Valetta, beginning with the Auberges 
of the Knights of St. John, which were 
mostly designed by the great Maltese 
architect, Gerolamo Cassar. Cassar, said 
the lecturer, must have visited Italy, but 
he did not copy what he saw there, but 
produced a most individual style, omit- 
ting the conventional features of Italian 
Renaissance architecture such as pilasters 
and fully developed entablatures. The 


Auberge de Castile, designed by Cassar, . 


was the finest of the Auberges. It was 
completed at a later date by another archi- 
tect, Cachia, and was a superb example of 
Baroque design. It had been suggested 
that the latter architect must have visited 
Lecce in the ‘‘ heel’ of Italy, where there 
was a building with elevations of similar 
character, though in stucco, the Maltese 
buildings being built of the local stone, a 
soft calcareous sandstone, particularly 
suitable for carving, for which Maltese 
architecture was so remarkable. 
Commenting on some peculiarities of 
Cassar’s architecture, the lecturer men- 
tioned his disregard for ordered fenestra- 
tion. The Governor’s Palace was a 
notable example, which, besides being an 
“‘unresolved duality,’ as Mr. Trystan 
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showed another 
architecture, the

from one room to another. Some people 
disliked this feature, but he (the lecturer) 
thought it had its attractions. 

The lecturer then showed slides of the 
great church of St. John, by Cassar, with 
its fine interior encrusted with decoration 
(gilt on a background of royal blue), pro- 
ducing a superb richness of effect. The 
roof was not a barrel vault but slightly 
pointed. The church contained a remark- 
able series of Baroque monuments to the 
Grand Masters 2f the Order, somewhat of 
the same character as those monuments in 
Westminster Abbey to which Sir Ken- 
neth Clark had lately called attention by 
photographs. The lecturer recalled, inci-- 
dentally, that it was a German—Grand 
Master _Homspesch—who delivered the 
island over to Napoleon. 

There were few English buildings in 
Valetta, and the lecturer referred par- 
ticularly to two of them. The first was 
the English church, erected at the instiga- 
tion of Queen Adelaide—a by no means 
unpleasing design in the English Renais- 
sance manner. The architect was one by 
the name of Scamp, who, distressed at a 
change in the orientation of his design, 
committed suicide by throwing himself 
from his own tower. [A suggestion here 
of Ibsen’s ‘‘ Master. Builder.’’] The 
second building was the Opera House, a 
typical English design in the Classical 
manner by Charles Barry (not Sir Charles 
Barry, the architect of the Houses of 
Parliament). 

The lecturer then referred to the old 
capital, Citta Vecchia, or Notabile, in the 
interior of the island. It was a remark- 
able little fortress, not laid out with 
streets but consisting of delightful little 
places and passages leading one to 
another. It had some fine houses, and 
contained the cathedral church of the 
island, the second on its site, which,

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though fine in a conventional way, was 
not so interesting as the original building 
must. have been. 

The lecturer concluded with a slide of 
the Musta Church in the middle of the 
island. [‘* Musta’”’ is an Arabic word 
meaning ‘‘ middle.’’] The church, he said, 
was built in the nineteenth century and 
was a proof that the Maltese were great 
builders. It was of immense size and had 
one of the largest domes in Europe. [We 
believe it is the third or fourth largest. 
Actually it is not a true dome but is built 
up m overlapping courses.—Ep. |

Bomb Damage to San Lorenzo fuori le 
Mura, Rome. 
To tHe Epitor or The Builder. 

Str,—Whatever our individual attitudes 
about the conduct of the war, all lovers of 
ancient ‘architecture will lament the 
reported damage, however inevitable it 
may have been, to the ancient patriarchal 
and pilgrimage basilican church of San 
Lorenzo fuori le Mura; this is, of course, 
not to be confused with the rather later 
S. Lorenzo in Lucina, in the Campus 
Martius area, or S, Lorenzo in Damaso 
to the west, the accidental damage to 
which I commented on in your columns 
several years ago. (January 26 1940.) 

San Lorenzo is (or was) unique in com- 
prising two churches, back to back, whose 
apses were afterwards removed and the 
whole thrown open; the eastern or shorter 
and earlier half has galleries over the 
much earlier ground storey, and an 
inserted floor to convert this part into a 
choir at the time of junctjon. The lower 
stage was long believed to be the remains 
of Constantine’s work of the early fourth 
century, and as such would have been 
the only basilican work—i.e., disregard- 
ing the baptistery called S. Costanza— 
of his still standing ; but it is now regarded 
as_ the late  sixth-century work of 
Pelagius II. In truth, there is no church 
in Rome as to whose chronology opinion 
has varied so greatly, Cattaneo and others 
in the last generation placing the later 
section as earlv as the fifth century, while 
Baedeker continues to attribute it to the 
thirteenth! (C. places the connecting 
columns in that century.) The handsome 
baldachino or ciborium over the altar in 
the middle, visible from both naves. is 
probably twelfth-century craftsmanship, 
like its fellows at S. Clemente, S. Maria 
in Cosmedin, and 8. Giorgio in Velabro. 

he one consolation of the recent 
damage, which according to the Times of 
July 26, fortunately seems chiefly confined 
to the later part, is that it mav facilitate 
some discovery of the first and Constan- 
tinian church, and put the question of the 


later shrowsiogy at rest.

Sir,—Recently published correspondence 
and articles indicate the dissatisfaction 
concerning the facts and assumptions used 
in calculating the figure of 105 per cent. 
for the increase in the cost of building 
houses in rural areas, 

I have regularly calculated the varia- 
tions in the cost of building, and at the 
date when the above figure was first: men- 
tioned my figures were as follows :—

If there is any increase due to loss of 
output or any other cause, it would be 
reflected in the contractors’ prices. But it 
is not so. I have found that my results 


_are substantiated by contracts for office 


accommodation, workshops, factories and 
their contingent works. The contracts 
were based on proper bills of quantities 
and placed with established contractors. 

Therefore, the difference between 105 per 
cent. and 54 per cent.—i:e., 51 per cent.— 
appears to be due to conditions which did 
not exist pre-war and are dependent upon 
the type and the situation of the work. 

If that is so, can the 51 per cent. be 
substantiated and allocated to several 
headings? SHaw. 


Professional Master Builder. 
To tHE Epitor or JVhe Builder. 


Srr,—Although many will agree whole- 
heartedly with the five points ‘‘ Judex”’ 
sets out in his letter published in The 
‘Builder for July 23, these points cannot 
be said to prove that a_ professional 
master builder is an impracticable proposi- 
tion. Moreover, the points as stated ‘by 
‘*Judex’”’ are misleading in so far as 
they do not aim at the ‘‘ bull’s eye.” 

Taking each point separately :— 

1. Can it truly be said that all great 
building schemes have been the result of 
individual architects alone? Even if thev 
had, it must be remembered that all 


building schemes are not really great, and, . 


further, a professional master builder 
would not, be so likely to cramp an archi- 
tect’s genius as would the average 
uninitiated building owner or committee. 
On the contrary, a professional. master 
builder might prove to be a. desirable 
filter. 

2. There is no doubt about a committee 
being unable to take charge of a build- 
ing, and a professional master builder 
would eliminate the present-day risk of 
this happening. Of course, an architect 
is essential, but design alone does not 
produce the building. 

3. It is agreed that architecture is a 
highly specialised profession and that it is 
only after many years of hard training 
that an architect can achieve any mastery 
in building. This surely supports the 
necessity for a professional master builder ; 
it does not prove that such is imprac- 
ticable, nor does it prove that an architect 
could not become a master builder. 
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In fact, many great .architects could 
truthfully be said to ‘have been, or are 
now, master builders. .On the other hand, 
although a professional master builder 
need not be a qualified architect nor even 
an expert draughtsman, his training would 
be hard and of many years, quite ob- 
viously more than five or six, since in 
addition to acquiring a good architectural 
knowledge and considerable practical ex. 
perience in building construction, he 
would have to be trained to be familiar 
with the principles of organisation and 
administration, economics and finance, and 
so forth. 

Ten years may be deemed a minimum 
for theoretical and practical training, per- 
haps more, with at any rate not less than 


. five years’ practical experience after what- 


ever the theoretical period involved. 

4. It is agreed that traditions of archi- 
tecture are as old as civilisation or there- 
abouts, and that the process of evolution 
in design is continuous. This does not 
seem to support any theory that a pro- 
fessional master builder is an imprac- 
ticability. 

5. No doubt we are all agreed that 
architecture is an art, perhaps the greatest 
art in relation to the art of living; also 
that genius is born of the individual. 
Perhaps it is because of these facts that an 
opening appears for the professional 
master builder. I think so. Buildings 
nowadays are so vast and so complicated, 
and the time and cost factor has changed 
with the years. 

Is an artist, a genius of design, to be 
expected also to be an expert organiser 
and co-ordinator of specialist contractors, 
engineers, quantity surveyors, general con- 
tractors and others’ work? Is he expected 
to attend conferences, prepare progress 
charts (proper ones), deal with local 
authorities and give due consideration to 
the legal and financial aspects and super- 
vise in detail the erection of the master- 
piece he is creating? If he is, surely he 
could not find time to design a second 
building until he had completed the erec: 
tion of the first. If the architect to-day 
has time to supervise the main essentials 
of the craftsmanship of his vision he is 
doing well under present conditions. 

I think ‘‘ Judex ’’ misunderstands my 
reference to ‘‘ a body of such men as pro- 
fessional master builders eventually lead- 
ing the industry.’’ I cannot imagine any 
body of men producing a masterpiece; [ 
did not suggest that. C. G. Atxsopp.

The work performed by the average 
A.C.E. (and in some instances C.E.) could 
be equally well accomplished by an ex- 
perienced clerk of works, assisted by 4 
clerk who could be responsible for the 
filling-in of multifarious forms and the 
writing of ‘‘ chits.”’ 

From personal knowledge. I can state 
that A.C.E.s are made up of (@) unquali- 
fied architects, (b) qualified architects. 
(c) bachelors of science, engineering, and 
(7) Associate Members of the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, some of whom are also 
B.Sc. (Eng.). 

The required qualification appears to be 
that of A.M.I.C.E.

CIVIC DIAGNOSIS OF 
THE HULL REGION 


On July 10, 1942, we reviewed the work 
undertaken by Messrs. Max Lock, B. A. 
Le Mare, and Robert. Meadows, in pre- 
paring an outline Regional Survey of the 
Hull. region. . This work has now been 
continued in accordance with the pro- 
gramme then formulated, and the results 
are on exhibition at the Housing. Centre, 
13, Suffolk-street, S.W.1, and illustrated 
in the pamphlet, ‘‘ Civic Diagnosis,”’ 
which covers the following sections :— 

(1) Geographic and Historic Pattern ; 


(2) Present-day Population and 
Industry ; 

(3) Physical and Administrative Back- 
ground ; 


(4) The Utilisation of the Land; 

(5) Communications and Transport ; 

(6) Public Utility Services ; 

(7) Housing ; 

(8) Shopping and Retail Trade; 

(9) Social Services (including Educa- 
tion and. Health) ; 

(10) Recommendations and Conclusions. 


Under these headings the story of the 
foundation and development of the -city 
of Hull is very fully expounded and its 
importance in the general economic struc- 
ture of Great Britain made clear, as apart 
from its activities in manufacture and 


local trade, it takes a leading place as a 


collecting and’ distributing centre. Hull 
is Britain’s third port, coming after Liver- 
pool and London with imports of the 
value of £69.000,000 and exports of 
£28,600,000. The main items are fish and 
timber, but the industries in the city are 
to a large extent based in the transport 
facilities for their raw material. 

The whole area of the city is flat and 
the ground low-lving. This has facilitated 
expansion and the development of the 
dock area, but it has grave disadvan- 


tages in respect’ of sewage, surface drain- 
age canals, and especially in the number 
of railway level crossings, which .are 
responsible for serious traffic delays on the 
main routes, 

The housing problem takes an acute 
form in Hull. Apart from recent war 
damage, the standard of housing has been 
unsatisfactory for a long time; 25 per 
cent. are over 60 years old, and most of 
these ‘are obsolete according to present 
standards; 29 per cent. are built at more 
than 50 to the acre; and 33 per cent. have 
no bath nor hot-water service. Plans 
show large areas where the houses are no 
longer worth keeping in repair, and 
which should be cleared for rebuilding on 
improved lines. with more open space. 
There are also a large number of houses 
originally built for middle-class occupa- 
tion which are no longer suited for this 
purpose and have consequently deterio- 
rated. 

As in other towns, shops have extended 
mainly along the principal traffic routes, 
which adds to congestion and increases 
the roll of accidents. The remedy of 
shopping centres more conveniently 
grouped is urgently needed, together with 
some measure of reorganisation in locat- 
ing industries and housing. Taken as a 
whole, the results of this survey show 
how important a well-devised improve- 
ment scheme is for the city of Hull, in- 
cluding a drastic revision of the railway 
system, which traverses the place in many 
directions and cuts off the centre from 
the suburbs on all sides. This, perhaps, 
presents the most difficult feature in the 
problem as a whole; the general low level 
precludes the railways being taken under 
the roads, and additional viaducts will be 
detrimental to,the amenities unless very 
skilfully planned. We shall await with 
interest the methods advised by Sir 
Edwin Lutyens and Professor Patrick 
Abercrombie, who have recently been 


- invited to consider the replanning of Hull. 


The exhibition also covers the region 
outside the city, which, while mainly a 


‘highly: cultivated agricultural area, also 


includes some residential groups at 
Beverley and elsewhere which depend on 
their proximity to the business centre. 
The portion to the south of the Humber 
is handicapped by its only mode of 
approach being the river crossing on a 
ferry; a tunnel has been proposed, but 
the length of some three miles makes it 
a costly undertaking, and it is doubted 
whether it would be economically feasible, 
as there is no development on the Lincoln- 
shire side corresponding to the scale of 
Birkenhead in relation to Liverpool. 

It is intended to display the exhibition 
of this Civic Survey in Hull from Septem- 
ber 3 to 11.

OBITUARY 


R. S. Bowers, F.R.1.B.A. 

We regret to record the death of Mr. 
R. S&S. Bowers, F.R.I.B.A., on Friday, 
July 30, after a short illness. 

Born in 1889, he was in partnership with 
Mr. Ewart G. Culpin from 1919 to 1935, 
and during that time he made a consider- 
able reputation as a designer of housing 
schemes, the best-known one being the Sir 
Philip Sassoon housing scheme at Folke- 
stone. In partnership with Mr. Culpin he 
carried out large housing schemes for 
Baldwin’s, Ltd., Port Talbot, and for 
many local authorities. His best-known 
works in London (also carried out in part- 
nership with Mr. Culpin) are Transport 
House and Camberwell Town Hall. 

From 1935 -he was responsible for the 
whole of the architectural work in various , 
parts of the countrv for the Transport and 
General Workers’ Union. 











CANTEEN 


THIS CANTEEN, OWNED BY THE 
Liverpool City Caterers, Ltd., and 
opened on May 31 by Mr. Joseph 
Gibbons, M.P., provides the dock 
workers with every opportunity of 
having a quick and substantial meal 
with pleasant amenities. It is built 
of red pressed brickwork, being of 
cavity wall construction with rein- 
forced concrete piers surrounded by 
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facing bricks with bull-nosed angles. 
The roof is laid on steel joists and is 
composed of precast roof units treated 
to form a ceiling. Electricity and gas 
piping is laid in the trough unit. 
The building was erected under an 
M. 0. W. licence, the condition being 
that the minimum amount of wood 
was to be used. In order to comply, 
counter and tray fittings have been 
built in red pressed brickwork and the 
table tops carried out in 2-in. cast 
granolithic concrete with reinforcing 


bars suitably spaced, and _ canti- 
levered on steel angles. The draine 
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boards, etc., are in asbestos and the 
shelves are asbestos and opalite. 

The plan was governed by the un- 
asual site. The roof is laid out as a 
place for outdoor meals. Heating is 
by gas heaters fixed near to the ceiling, 
and an extract fan controls the ventila- 
tion. The general contractors were 
Messrs. Roberts and Sloss, 19, Baker- 
street, Liverpool, 6.

ECCLESIOLOGICAL SOCIETY LECTURE. 


A THOROUGH and informative lecture, 
illustrated with epidiascope subjects, was 
given on the above subject recently by 
Mr. E. W. Talbot, ‘a young architect, to 
the Ecclesiological Society at the ‘Art 
Workers’ Guild hall in Queen’s-square, 
W.C.1. Professor A. E. Richardson, 
A.R.A., F.R.I.B.A., took the chair. Mr. 
Talbot spoke of the early meeting-houses 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turies and the Gothic revival work of the 
nineteenth, and traced the history of 
several individual examples, including the 
Union Chapel, Highbury, Christ’ Church, 
Westminster Bridge-road, those at Stam- 
ford Hill and Brentford, and _ the 
King’s Weigh House; this started at St. 
Katharine’s by the Tower, and took its 
name from the weighing house in Little 
Eastcheap, which it partly occupied; he 
also showed. the present building by 
Alfred Waterhouse in Duke-street, May- 
fair. He referred to the influence of 
Wren and his successors, and concluded 
by showing recent examples such as the 
simplified Gothic one at Leatherhead by 
P. W. Meredith, and a beautiful one at 
Eltham by Houston. 


Mr. Begley, in the discussion, recalled 
an earlier but more playful lecture on 
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Free Church -architecture tothe Society 
by Dr. W. E. Orehard. . A Congregational 
minister and lady preacher also spoke. 
Professor Richardson, in a pithy ‘‘ sum- 
ming-up,”’ spoke of the influence of the 
Protestant ‘‘ temple,’ as it’ was called, 
especially that at Charenton, a suburb of 
Paris, on the auditorium type of -Protes- 
tant plan-developed by Wren-in the City 
churches. He said that future churches 
should be simple and sincere, and affirmed 
his belief that the best work of the archi- 
tect was inspired by God. An early 
register from Brentford was shown.

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THE POST-WAR INDUSTRY 


MR. T. P. BENNETT’S ADDRESS TO 
TOWN. AND COUNTRY PLANNING 
ASSOCIATION. 

ADDRESSING a lunch-time meeting of 
this Association on July 22, Mr. T. P. 
Bennett, C.B.E., F.R.I.B.A., took as 
his subject ‘‘The Post-War Building 
Industry.”’ Sir Ernest Simon was in the 

chair. 

Probably the greatest factor which had 
been contributed by the war (said Mr. 
Bennett) was the extension of the quali- 
ties of organisation and management. At 
a period at which standard of work had 
to take second place to speed of construc- 
tion, organisation had become paramount, 
and the industry had developed a 
capacity for erecting buildings at high 
speed which represented a level of achieve- 
ment unknown in pre-war days. ‘‘ These 
conditions have forced all branches of the 
industry to re-examine their methods of 
working, and, in the case of those most 
intimately connected with the war build- 
ing programme, radically to modify their 
method of approach to _ well-known 
problems.”’ ; : 

To start with the architect—the archi- 
tect would have to approach many prob- 
lems of planning on the widest possible 
scale. In laying down building sites he 
would have to take account of the major 
requirements of transport, movement of 
vehicles in streets, the best method of 
dealing with the primary building ser- 
vices such as water supply, sewage, the 
circulation of heat in towns, as well as 
the placing of amusement centres, educa- 
tional facilities and community buildings. 
In detail, the architect would have to 
know the alternative methods of construc- 
tion which were open to him, the relative 
costs and limitations, and the effect of 
various types of construction upon vari- 
able materials and man-power. : 

‘‘ Superimposed upon this,” continued 
the speaker, ‘‘is knowledge of require- 
ments; the architect will have to produce 
co-ordinated and finished drawings which 
embrace the whole of the services of the 
building, showing every detail of con- 
struction in a fully co-ordinated plan. It 
will fall to the task of the architect to 
educate the client, be he individual or 
public authority, into the disastrous con- 
sequences of vague instruction and altered 
details, and it will be for him to see that 
precise visualisation of the work required 
is obtained at an early stage and laid 
down with finality and maintained until 
the building is complete. For this purpose 
drawings will be issued which show to the 
contractor his complete requirements 
under the contract, enable him to foresee 
the organisation of the labour force, the 
tequirements of materials, the tasks of 
the sub-contractors in a complete and final 
manner before.any portion of the build- 
ing programme is commenced. 

“‘The principal differences, therefore, 
between the pre-war and post-war work 
of the architect will consist in much 
greater powers of organisation, the issue 
of much more complete drawings, and the 
realisation that economic building can only 
be achieved if the contractor can rely 
upon that work remaining unchanged until 
the end. 


Co-operation with Other Specialists. 
‘*To achieve this result in all but the 
most simple types of buildings, the archi- 
tect will have to realise the extent to 
which he, his partners or his staff are 
fully competent to carry through any 
given portion of the work up to a point 
at which the contractor can take the con- 
tract with the full knowledge of the work 


to be carried out. They will then have to 
issue ‘detailed drawings and quantities 
which show each part of the work clearly 
and distinctly, leaving the contractor to 
make any working drawings, shop draw- 
ings or tinal details which are needed to 
bring the particular portion of the work 
into being. Consulting engineers where 
required must be appointed in the early 
stage of the production of the drawings 
sufticiently early for their own part of the 
work to be clearly delineated on the final 
drawings issued, and, if possible, for the 
sub-contractors who will carry out the 
work to be named in the main contract. 

‘‘In dealing with specialised work of 
this character it will of necessity be found 
that insufficient consulting engineers exist 
to carry out all the services which will 
be required from them. Many of the 
contracting firms number amongst their 
members or directors extremely efficient 
engineers, and therefore such firms are 
fully competent to act in advising the 
architect or client. It is, however, desir- 
able that some method should be found 
by which the firm in these cases should 
be retained and paid as a consultant, so 
that a proper contract can be secured 
which will be under the guidance of a 
person solely concerned in economy and 
the execution of the work in accordance 
with pre-determined contract conditions. 
The relationship, therefore, of the archi- 
tect to the consulting engineer and the 
specialised sub-contractor needs to be 
considered in detail and put upon an 
efficient and acceptable basis at a very 
early date in the post-war period. 

“There have been complaints in the 
past that the architect, the civil engineer 
and the consulting engineer have insuffi- 
cient knowledge of the practical require- 
ments of building and its sub-contracts to 
produce designs which show the highest 
standard of economy and efficiency when 
put into execution. The post-war world 
will not be able to carry out designs on 
any non-economic basis, and the profes- 
sional side of the industry will therefore 
have to acquire, where it does not already 
possess, a complete knowledge of costs 
and man-hours so that it may more accu- 
rately produce drawings in which labour 
and materials are used in the most efficient 
manner possible. Money, labour and 
material will all be scarce in the post-war 
world, and must be used to their utmost 
capacity. It will become obvious that all 
the controlling professions will have to 
have this power of economic design as 
well as the power of artistic expression 
and the power of producing efficient build- 
ings, efficiency, beauty and eeonomy being 
essential parts of the services for which 
they will be retained.” 

The quantity surveyor would have a 
very important place in the post-war 
organisation. He would become more and 
more the analyser of costs and processes, 
and some type of costing would become 
an essential part of his organisation. He 
would be called upon not only to measure 
and value on a bill of quantities, but 
also to ascertain in an accurate manner 
the probable cost of works before they 
were executed. On the basis of that cost- 
ing section of his work. the architect, the 
engineer and the builder would operate. 
“The precise bill of quantities which will 
be produced as the result of vrecise draw- 
ings will have to be a very fair represen- 
tation of the building as it is finally 
brought into being. and all the expensive 
remeasurement which at present is in- 
volved in most contracts must disappear; 
there will neither be the men nor the 
money to carry it out. The building and 
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civil engineering contractor must of ueces- 
sity view his own organisation on a simi- 
lar comprehensive scale. War has shown 
that pre-war organisation was carried out 
to a very high standard by a small num- 
ber of ople. and it left much to be 
desired in other quarters.” 


The Contractor’s Part. 

In the past the contractor had been 
content to start work with incomplete 
drawings and proceed on a hand-to-mouth 
basis. At first sight it seemed extraor- 
dinary that the industry should have 
been prepared to accept this uneconomical 
method of working. It would seem, how- 
ever, that there was a close relationship 
between the incomplete drawings of. the 
architect, the change of mind of the client, 
and the competitive tender with adjusted 
conditions of working, which in fact had 
broken the contract. The builder’s organi- 
sation under those circumstances would 
still have a very hard and difficult task 
in front of it. It would be found in most 
cases that the pre-war executive staff was 
insufficient in quantity and inadequate in 
quality. The builder would, in the future, 
regard his contract as parallel with that 
of mass production in other industries. 
Just as the industrialist refused to alter 
any portion of the final machine, so the 
builder would have to refuse to alter any 
portion of the work once he had com- 
menced building. The main contractor 
would have to employ and become respon- 
sible for all the sub-contractors who had 
to contribute to the final structure and 
equipment ; would have to co-ordinate and 
organise their portion of the contract so 
that it fitted precisely into his own work 
and would regard it as part of his duty 
to see that each sub-contractor executed 
his work at the right time in accordance 
with his pre-arranged time and progress 
schedule. The task of the builder’s man- 
ager and organising staff would, therefore, 
be very considerable. 

‘‘The problems of management will not 
stop at the problem of co-ordination,”’ de- 
clared Mr. Bennett. ‘‘In the pre-war 
building world the industry operated with 
some 200,000 men constantly unemployed. 
As a result, only men 100 per cent. physi- 
cally fit, and, broadly speaking, between 
the ages of 18 and ab, were continuously 
employed, with the exception of a per- 
centage of highly skilled craftsmen who 
continued to be efficient and be in demand 
for perhaps a further ten years. The 
economic situation of the country was such 
that the individual gained the benefit of 
100 per cent. output of the cream of the 
manhood in the industry. There was an 
inevitable tendency to discriminate against 
those with physical disabilities or over 
age. If the interests of the State and the 
individual can be successfully married, the 
workman who, as a result of some physical 
disability, can give less than 100 per cent. 
output, will still work in return for the 
payment which he receives, and, indeed, 
with the large volume of work which the 
industry will have to execute, such men 
must of necessity be employed. Organisa- 
tion and management must, therefore, find 
means of obtaining the best results not 
only from the pick of the workmen, but 
from those who are unable to give the 
highest standard of output.”

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CIVIC DIAGNOSIS 


TALK BY MR. MAX LOCK AT 
HOUSING CENTRE. 

\ vatK on “‘‘ Civic Diagnosis sey The 
Work of the Hull Regional Survey,’’ was 
given by Mr. Max Lock, A.R.I.B.A., 
‘\.M.T.P.I., on Tuesday, July 20, at the 
Housing Centre. Mr. G. L. Pepler was 
in the chair. ‘ 

Mr. Pepter said he believed that the 
work on which Mr. Lock was going to 
speak was pioneer work in many direc- 
tions. It provided the material which 
enabled the planner to know what he was 
dealing with. 

3efore speaking about the work of the 
Survey, Mr. Lock said he would like to 
express his appreciation of all the help 
and encouragement which he had had 
from Mr. Pepler. The Survey was also 
indebted to the Leverhulme Trustees, as 
it had been initiated under a Leverhulme 
Research Fellowship. He and his collabo- 
ators were also most grateful to Hull 
and London industrialists who had come 
forward with financial help. He men- 
tioned in particular assistance from Mr. 
R. G. Tarran and the British Commercial 
Gas Association, whose representatives he 
was glad to see present. 

“Most of this audience,’’ he proceeded, 
“will be so well acqainted with the mala- 
dies that afflict the structure of our cities 
that it will be unnecessary to reiterate 
them here. We are recognising the in- 
ability of the planner really to fulfil the 
needs of the changing technique in life 
generally; in particular, the changes re- 
sulting from the coming of the motor-car. 
Most of us are aware of the extent of the 
planning problem and the inadequacy of 
the existing legislative machinery to cope 
with it. As we look at our cities we 
know, too, that the outward evidence of 
congestion, of dirt, of decay and blight 
are the measurable physical factors which 
give the first clue to the nature_of the 
less measurable but the more important 
economic and social realities that lie be- 
neath the surface. We are beginning to 
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realise that, as town planners, to be pre- 
occupied with buildings only, with vistas 
and fagades by themselves, is to concern 
ourselves with the complexion only of the 
civic organism. Bombing has shown’ the 
need for a bold and comprehensive 
approach to city planning. The popuiar 
interest in the London plan is plain 
enough evidence of this. The people are 
concerned with realities, their own things 
which lie behind civic design, a decent 
job, a nice home not too far away from 
work, with shops, schools, and places of 
amusement not far from their doorsteps, 
and, above all, quick and easy transport 
from place to place, as well as to the 
centre of the country. . . . 

‘* Because the externals of society mat- 
tered more than anything else, the nine- 
teenth-century planners were fond of the 
purely architectural ‘cosmetic’ approach. 
To-day, we think of buildings and towns 
as men and women before they are bricks 
and mortar, and of architecture as the 
expression of a properly integrated econo- 
mic and social well-being in the civic 
organism itself. That being so, the 
approach to the problem is no longer 
‘cosmetic’ but ‘diagnostic,’ and our 
town-planning cures cannot be prescribed 
until we have investigated the layers of 
social structure that lie beneath the- sur- 
face of our Oxford-streets, our Isle of 
Dogs, and our Dagenhams. It is not 
enough to have a desert of urban blight. 
like Finsburv. with its high incidence of 
death and disease. and then to plant in 
this desert an architectural rose, even if 
it be as consummate in beauty as the 
Finsbury Health Centre. We now have 
our chance to plan against blight, and 
against those conditions which make for 
high expenditure on public health ser- 
vices, and which create the need for 
expensive health services. It seems as 
though the campaigns for environment, 
like campaigns in this war, must have a 
threefold attack. First, the spearhead 
launched against the mass of com- 
placency and indifference. The Barlow 
and Scott reports -have proved them-

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selves most efficient spearheads, and, 
mosquito-like, have penetrated right to 
the bedside of public opinion in the form 
of the ‘‘ best sellers’? ever known among 
Blue Books. Next comes the heavy 
attack—the Uthwatt Report, with its 
challenge to the private control of develop- 
ment rights. This report, together with 
the Beveridge Report, is, as we know, a 
heavy attack on the status quo... . 

“It is not possible to give a detailed 
report on each section in the short time 
that is at my disposal. This must be 
left to appear in the illustrated interim 
report which we hope soon to publish. 
But there are one or two things that I 
should like to emphasise. First of all, 
the debt we owe to the Hull officials 
for their enthusiastic co-operation. 
There was no problem upon which we 
touched that they and their staffs did not 
willingly help to solve by coming forward 
with statistics and calculations, and in 
many cases with special reports taking 
many days to make on the field, such as 
the numbers and location of houses having 
no baths or hot water, and the condition 
of structures, compiled by the entire 
sanitary inspectorate under the chief sani- 
tary and housing inspectors. Then there 
were the accidents over a period of three 
years tabulated by the police and the 
ownership and tenure of dwellings com- 
piled by the valuation officer and his staff. 
These and many others have fed with 
sheets of figures the map-making machine 
at Park-avenue, Hull. One’s general im- 
pression has been that it seems a pity 
that so much statistical information should 
be kept in departmental files as is nor- 
mally the case, unrelated to other vital 
factors which help to build up a picture 
of environment. One would like to see in 
every municipal office a statistical and re- 
search department rather like the planning 
agencies in America, where the planning 
officer and his staff act as the diagnos- 
ticians of environment as the Medical 
Officer of Health is the diagnostician of 
public health. 

“The Planning Officer would perform 
a fourfold function in his own area :— 

(1) To review, collate and interrelate 
the work of all departments which relate 
to physical planning, both inside and out- 
side local government ; 

(2) To organise information in the form 
of maps and statistics; 

(3) To act as a practical diagnostician of 
all conditions relating to the physical en- 
vironment ; 

(4) To organise publicity and to enlist 
the co-operation of the citizens them- 
selves. 

The lecturer then gave a description of 
the various maps under their different 
sections. 

Concluding, the lecturer said : “It only 
remains to be said that a survey of this 
nature will be a continuous process. Civic 
diagnosis should be going on in every area. 
The two things which are most needed at 
the present time seem to be strong central 
guidance backed by Government finance 
for research combined with much free- 
dom in local initiative and the enlargement 
of function of the local planning agencies. 
For instance, it is interesting to note that 
New York City has earmarked £4,000,000 
for post-war planning research alone. If 
that freedom is to mean anything, cities 
must be allowed to plan themselves from 
within rather than to be planned from 
without or from above, and it is only the 
co-operative pooling of all information 
relating to the particular environment 
which can begin to frame both a short- 
term and a long-term planning policy in 
terms. of the ascertained needs of the 
people themselves.” 
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A NEW INVENTION 


*“CONSLAB CONSTRUCTION.” 

Tue object of this form of construction, 
which is the invention of Major L. 
Shingleton, O.B.E., M.I.Struct.E., is to 
overcome in post+war years the undoubted 
difficulties which will arise. owing to 
shortage of craftsmen, particularly brick- 
layers, to provide a method of building 
suitable for the employment of men with- 
out craft training, and as a means of 
carrying out monolithic concrete construc- 
tion in building or civil engineering work 
without the use of timber formwork. A 
demonstration of this form of construction 
as applied to ordinary house building has 
been erected at 14, Palmer-street, S.W.1, 
and is open to inspection by all interested. 

Briefly, the method of construction is 
to use precast external and internal slabs 
made of concrete or other suitable mate- 
rials 15 in. thick of any convenient size, 
but’ generally not exceeding 4 ft. by 2 ft., 
between which concrete filling is placed 
to form a wall of any desired thickness. 
The slabs, to which the concrete filling 
adheres, are left, as part of the wall. Dis- 
tance rods which hold the slabs apart 
before and during filling become, after 
concreting, tie-rods and act as a reinforce- 
ment to the natural’ adhesion of the con- 
crete. to the precast. slabs. The precast 
slabs are not bedded in any way and are 
held: in position’ before concreting the 
filling by a simple arrangement from 
ordinary tubular scaffolding, as shown by 
the photographs. The scaffolding is also 
available for access to the work of other 
trades in the construction of the building. 
Owing to the difficulty in obtaining the 
necessary fittings during the war period, 
scaffolding is at present necessary to both 
faces of wall. 

By ensuring that the joints in the con- 
crete filling do not coincide with the joints 
between the precast slabs, it is claimed that 
any cracking due to expansion or contrac- 
tion: of the concrete that might occur 
would not in any case extend from face 
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to face of wall, and that by employing 
suitable rendering or roughcast there 
would be no moisture penetration. Con- 
densation internally is obviated by the 
use Of clinker or other material of an 
absorbent nature for the internal precast 
slabs and by using lime plastering. 


It is found that the speed of erection by 
this method of construction is at least 
50 per cent. quicker than with brickwork, 
and it is estimated that the cost for house 
construction will, if it is used to such an 
extent as to permit mass production of 
slabs and ties and for a number of houses 
on a site, be no more costly than brick- 
work. Door and window openings are 
formed by using precast concrete linings 
to any required section placed in position 
as the concreting proceeds and anchored 
to concrete filling. Flues are formed by 
using flue-pipes placed in the concrete. 
By forming holes in the precast slabs, and 
with a sleeve of suitable material through 
the concrete filling, any holes required 
can be left through a wall. 


As an alternative to timber or steel 
formwork this method of construction is 
also applicable to all forms of monolithic 
concrete construction, including floors and 
flat roofs: The consulting architect for

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B.S.1. ANNUAL MEETING 


CHAIRMAN’S REVIEW. 

THe annual general meeting of the 
British Standards Institution was held on 
July 20, following a luncheon at which 
the Rt. Hon. Mr. Hugh Dalton, M.P., 
President of the Board of Trade, was the 
principal guest. THe CHAIRMAN said that 
230 new and revised British Standards had 
been issued during. the past year. The 
total number of British Standards now in 
use numbered 1,500. 

In the course of his address the Chair- 
man said that the constitution of the 
Institution provided flexibility and adapta- 
bility which had enabled it to make 
a powerful contribution to national 
efficiency, a contribution all the more 
effective because in the main it, had been 
devoid of any element of compulsion but 
had been based on the principle of con- 
sent and voluntary co-operation with 
Government encouragement and assistance 
but without Government control. 

He added : ‘‘ I believe that those indus- 
tries which have been long and closely 
associated with the development of the 
Institution recognise fully the advantage 
of having a single, independent, national 
standards organisation. But those others 
which are only now beginning to consider 
the opportuneness of the time for a stan- 
dardisation programme covering types and 
sizes, trade terms, definitions, and _per- 
formance standards, may feel that the pre- 
paration and promulgation of standards is 
a matter of domestic concern and should 
therefore be carried out by their’ indi- 
vidual trade associations. There has also 
been some tendency for Government De- 
partments to do standardisation work in 
their own ways and on their own lines. I 
believe that both these courses are wrong 
in principle, and that the best jesults 
for any industry, and certainly for the 
industry of the nation as a whole, will be 
obtained only if all this work is carried 
on within a national organisation such as 
the British ‘Standards Institution.”

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LONDON MASTER BUILDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION 
HALF-YEARLY GENERAL MEETING. 


Tut half-yearly meeting of the London 
Master Builders’ Association was held at 
the Connaught Rooms, W.C., on Monday, 
July 26. The Minister of Health, Mr. 
Ernest Brown, was the guest of honour, 
and addressed the meeting. 

Mr. H. C. Hartanp, President, who was 
in the chair, said that for many years the 
Ministry of Health had been the Depart- 
ment responsible for the housing require- 
ments of the country. The Minister’s 
Department had not only been responsible 
for housing, but by its great experience 
had acquired a degree of efficiency which 
equipped it for the economical control of 
housing. 

‘‘ Building costs,’’ continued Mr. Har- 
land, ‘ have increased during the war very 
largely owing to Government Orders 
imposed upon the industry. Employers 
and operatives consider that output could 
have been increased without the Essential 
Work Order and other controls and direc- 
tions to which we have had to submit. 
These account for approximately 60 per 
cent. of the increased labour costs, and 
with the early return after peace to the 
industry of its own control and destinies 
in the free competition for materials and 
labour, building costs will fall to probably 
about 50 per cent. increase over pre-war 
figures. This will enable Local Authori- 
ties to proceed with housing schemes, and 
private enterprise to come back as the 
greatest force in meeting the needs of the 
community in the provision of houses. The 
essential to this, however, is the cancella- 
tion of unnecessary controls and the dis- 
banding of the great horde of officials 
which war has accumulated at great cost 
to the nation, and this must be done at the 
earliest possible moment after the war. 

“Tt has been said that the building 
industry is inefficient. If this is so, how 
is it that the great building programme 
for the war effort has been carried out 
even with all the difficulties which con- 
trols inevitably bring? After the war, let 
the Government of the day free the in- 
dustry of controls of materials and labour 
and prices will fall. But if these are 
retained, then the country must face not 
only the present costs, but increased costs, 
which will throttle our export trade. 

_“‘T realise that there must be post-war 
licensing of new building according to an 
agreed programme. Let the Ministry of 
Works make a phased programme of works 
for post-war in accordance with a plan 
agreed, and on this arrange for licences for 
the work, leaving the industry to buy 
materials in the open market and to engage 
lahour for the erection of buildings so 
a and costs will fall automati- 
cally.’’ 


’ 


Mr. Ernest Brown, in the course of his ‘ 


speech, said, “‘ You all know the story of 
how we—perhaps I should say, you and 
your fellows—carried out first-aid repairs 
and later turned to bringing back into com- 
mission as many as possible of those houses 
which wanted more than first-aid repairs 
to make them fully habitable once more. 
The country owes a deep debt of gratitude 
to its builders for the courage and deter- 
mination with which this huge job has 
been tackled. No fewer than 2,700,000 
damaged houses in England and Wales 
have been given first-aid repairs, and more 
extended work has been needed and given 
for 1,100,000 of those houses. The figures 
for the London Region are 1,100,000 given 
first-aid and 510,000 received further 
repairs. 

“‘ But don’t let us be complacent. We 
have a great deal yet to do, and a great 
deal to do in a hurry. We have to be pre- 
pared for the worst the enemy can give us 
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in the future, and at the saié time we 
have on our hands the thousands of houses 
which have fallen into a sad state of 
shabbiness and disrepair through ordinary 
wear and tear, which I am sorry to say we 
have not been able to deal with as we went 
along. I had the pleasure in the House 
of Commons last week of announcing that 
the Government have now decided that. 
after the demands for war purposes have 
been met, housing should have the first 
call on immobile labour. I and my friends 
the Minister of Labour and the Minister 
of Works, are now working out a scheme, 
on lines recommended to me by a confer- 
ence of local authorities, which will cover 
all essential housing short of new building. 
Our object is to sa ha the maximum use of 
all existing dwelling-accommodation.”’ 

Referring to the 3,000 cottages for agricul- 
tural workers, the Minister said that since 
he announced the programme, on Febru- 
ary 4, the Rural District Councils and the 
County War Agricultural Executive Com- 
mittees had collaborated to select 1,100 
sites; designs and working drawings had 
had to be prepared and tenders obtained. 
Although they sent a number of type plans 
to the Councils, it was impressed on them 
that these were intended solely to show 
the general standard of accommodation the 
Government wanted them to adopt and 
were not to be followed slavishly. His 
aim all along had been to get cottages of 
a really worthwhile standard of accom- 
modation, which should not be built to a 
standard design but should fit in to the 
colour and texture, the ‘‘ feel’’ of the 
landscape and the tradition of which they 
were to form a part. This meant hard and 
skilful work, and on his advice many of 
the local authorities employed qualified 
architects on the job. Tenders covering 
2,668 houses had been approved. More 
than 1,000 houses were already under con- 
struction, and work on another 500 would 
have started by the end of that week. 

“*T have been accused of delay over this 
scheme,’’ continued the Minister, ‘‘ but in 
my view there has been no delay which 
could fairly be called delay. The scheme, 
with all its war-time drawbacks, has gone 
ahead more quickly than similar schemes 
in peace time. Remember, it is a general 
scheme, covering all rural parts of the 
country, and, even if the number of houses 
had been a hundred times as many, I 
doubt whether the inherent difficulties— 
selection of sites, appointment of archi- 
tects, drawing-up of plans and lay-outs, 
formulation of specifications, and so on— 
would have been much greater. But what- 
ever people may say there is one thing I 
do want to make clear—whatever delay 
people may think there has been, none 
at all is attributable to the builders. I 
should have liked to be able to give them 
a longer time than usual to put in their 
tenders, because I realised that in many 
cases they were tendering for the first time 
under war conditions, and I should have 
liked. to be able to give them the fullest 
opportunity of weighing-up the imponder- 
ables. But we were working against time 
and it could not be. Nevertheless, the re- 
sponse to the local authorities’ advertise- 
ments for tenders has been splendid, and 
I have nothing but praise for the way in 
which the builders have co-operated, par- 
ticularly the small builders, whose natural 
field of operation this is. Of the 2,668 
tenders accepted to date every one has, in 
fact, been obtained by local advertisement, 
in the ordinary way, and, even where 
acceptable tenders have not yet been 
received, we have decided the best thing 
is to re-advertise, and give the builders, 
small and large, the fullest opportunity. 

“* ‘We have already learnt a great many 
useful lessons from this war-time experi- 
ment, and I have no doubt that we shall 
learn.a great many more before we are 
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through with it. What has particularly 
impressed itself on my mind, and on every- 
body concerned with the scheme, is the 
imperative necessity for keeping as simple 
as we possibly can the arrangements for 
selecting and obtaining sites. We are not 
going to forget those Jessons when the time 
comes to follow-up our reconnaissance with 
the real housing offensive. The local 
authorities are, as you know, busy pre- 
paring for it, getting out their plans for 
the first year so that they can start the 
moment the word ‘Go’ is given. The 
need will be so great that we shall not be 
able to afford to lose a single day unneces- 
sarily. Then, when the time comes, while 
this short-term first year’s programme is 
heing put into effect, the long-term plans 
can be laid. 

‘“No doubt you have noticed that the 
House of Commons has been taking a good 
deal of interest during the past few weeks 
in the part which private enterprise has to 
play. -I- have told the House, and I tell 
you—though here I think you know already 
—that I believe in private enterprise. I 
want private enterprise as well as the local 
authorities to get down to the job and to 
prepare its plans for the great drive. — 

“This time let us make no mistake. 
Let us get rid at last of the incubus so 
that we can say that we have no housing 
problem. But quantity is not enough— 
we want quality, too. Both in the standard 
of building and in environment we have 
got to have good, healthy houses which 
will be homes, homes of happiness and 
content.” : 

Mr. W. E. Rice (immediate Past Presi- 
dent) proposed a vote of thanks to the 
Minister, which was heartily recorded. 


THE GOVERNMENT AND 
BUILDING 
MR. LESLIE WALLIS’S CRITICISMS. 


‘Never in my life have I spent so 
much time listening to so many Ministers 
and Parliamentary Secretaries and learn- 
ing so little,’ said Mr. Lesuie Wattis, 
President of the National Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, speaking of 
the recent B.I.N.C. Congress in London 
at the half-yearly meeting of the North- 
Western Federation in Manchester last 
week, 

‘“Two things impressed me _ very 
forcibly,’’ said Mr. Wallis. ‘‘ They were, 
first, the desire of every section of the 
industry to serve the country in the post- 
war period; and, secondly, the utter con- 
sternation which. they all felt at the 
unpreparedness of the various Ministers 
to deal with the post-war period. There 
is a complete absence of planning for the 
reconstruction period, and I repeat the 
warning I gave six months ago at Leeds, 
that one day the Government will wake 
up to find peace and unemployment on its 
doorstep. : 

“There is no excuse for this lack of 
planning. If the Government are unable 
to make plans, it is a pity they don't 
admit it and ask the industry to do it for 
them. The industry and the country are 
quite unable to make any plans for the 
future until the policy of the Government 
is known. . 

“At present, all we know -is that we 
are to increase our labour forte as fapidly 
as possible after the war to 1,250,000, and 
that Local Authorities are to proceed with 
their housing plans for the first year of 
peace, using the sites they have reasons 
for believing will not be required by the 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning 
for any other purpose. : 

‘‘ This brings me to the subject of agri- 
cultural workers’ cottages, which has been 
the cause of such bitter criticism of the 
building industry. The Ministries have 
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admitted that the builder is in no way 
to blame for the delay or for the high cost. 
Government control is not the way to 
reduce costs. The numerous Orders with 
which the builder is surrounded all increase 
the costs, and this includes the Payment 
by Results scheme, which in general terms 
pays a man a bonus if he does half a day's 
work in a day. Once these Orders are 
cancelled, I believe we can reduce Lord 
Portal’s figure of 105 per cent. above pre- 
war level by one-half, if not more. 

‘There is another point about these 
cottages that is worth noting. The public 
believes that, where the accepted price of 
these cottages is very much below the 
original price, the builder has been forced 
to reduce his price for the same cottage, 
inferring that his original price was far 
too high.’ This is not the case. The price 
was reduced because the plan was reduced 
or the builder was asked for a price based 
on the Ministry of Works plan. 

‘‘T was determined,’ concluded Mr. 
Wallis, ‘‘ that the small and medium-sized 
local builders should have a fair chance to 
do the work for which they were 
eminently suitable. I am glad to say that, 
as far as I am aware, none of these cot- 


tages is being erected by the Ministry of , 


Works large contractors.” 


IMPROVING HOUSING 
CONDITIONS 


REPORT OF LOCAL AUTHORITIES’ 
CONFERENCE. 

Tue Minister of Health recently asked 
representatives of the local authorities’ 
associations and the London County Coun- 
cil to meet him to discuss ways in which 
—in the absence of new building—the 
present housing conditions could be im- 
proved during the next six to nine months, 
by the better use of existing accommoda- 
tion and the further repair of houses. 
He also asked the conference to review 
the working of the Rent Restriction Acts, 
particularly the provisions dealing with 
furnished lettings. 

The Conference has now presented its 
report. to the Minister. The report is 
signed by Lord Latham (L.C.C.), Sir 
Miles Mitchell (Association of Municipal 
Corporations), Alderman C. W. Key, M.P. 
(Metropolitan Boroughs Standing Joint 
Committee), Mr. Ernest C. King (Urban 
District Councils Association) and. Mr. 
Neville Hobson (Rural District Councils 
Association). 

In the course of the report, the signa- 
tories state :— 

While the final remedy is to be found 
in the resumption of the building of new 
houses (and we urge that a house-building 
programme should be put in hand at the 
earliest possible opportunity), we think it 
essential that the improvement of housing 
conditions by other methods should re-, 
ceive the highest possible priority. In 
rural districts, however, new houses rather 
than repairs are required. 

These methods should in our view in- 
clude ; (1) Priority of labour and mate- 
rials for repair of houses and the preven- 
tion of further deterioration; (2) the pro- 
vision of further accommodation by bring- 
ing into use houses which are or can be 
made suitable for use by works-of repair 
and, in suitable cases, by the adaptation 
of large houses for the use of several 
families and the reconstruction of existing 
tenement houses into self-contained flats; 
(3) in view of the complaints which we 
have received as to rents which are being 
charged under the existing legislation for 
furnished and unfurnished accommodation, 
an immediate examination of the present 
position. 
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Arising out of questions in the House 
of Commons on the report, the MINISTER 
or Hearn said that the Report had been 
considered by the Government, who 
accepted the principle that after the de- 
mands for building for war purposes had 
been met, housing should have the first 
call on immobile building labour. ‘‘ I am 
in consultation with the Ministry of 
Labour and National Service and with the 
Ministry of Works as to the best method 
of giving effect to this principle. In view 
of the present situation the Government 
have authorised me to delegate to Local 
Authorities power to requisition empty 
houses for the purpose of improving the 
conditions of families at present inade- 
quately housed. The Government have 
also decided that an Interdepartmental 
Committee on rent restriction should be 
set up by the Secretary of State for Scot- 
land and myself, and there will be a 
further announcement as to the constitu- 
tion of this Committee after the necessary 
consultations have taken place.’’

M.O.W. Standard Schedule of Prices. 
To tHE Eprror or The Builder. 


Sir,—The letter by Mr. R. V. Boughton 
in 7'he Builder for July 16 is a valuable 
contribution on a subject about which 
even some experts disagree, and of which 
a congiderable number of estimators have 
a very poor knowledge indeed. Your 
correspondent appears to have scored a 
direct hit on one of very many targets of 
estimating inefficiency which are so 
damaging to some estimators. 


I fhave tested the method given by Mr. 
Boughton with the table given on page 54, 
Vol. 1, of ‘‘ Modern Concrete Construction,” 
and the result substantiates to a great 
degree the data given by Mr. Boughton. 
The table allows for certain very good 
conditions, including coarse aggregate 
from 3-in. mesh down, and allowing for. 
ordinary aggregate as bought to-day, it is 
safe to assume that such aggregate is more 
in the nature of broken stone aggregate, 
for which the table advises certain addi- 
tions to the standard figures. Therefore, 
the figures given by your correspondent 


can be checked on the basis of another 
authority, thus :— 
Coarse aggregate ......... 25.40 
Sand, dry and not bulked 12.70

not 45%) 

a quarter of which is 
not filled with sand

If the sand is moist, and_ therefore 
bulked, the quantity of sand which should 
be used is, say 15 f.c., and the concrete 
produced would be about 27 f.c. or 1 y.c. 


If a triplex mix such as 1: 3:6 (and not 
twin mix, as 1 :6) is specified without any 
reference to dry or moist sand, it is my 
practical principle to allow that 1 y.c. of 
coarse aggregate without sand and 4 y.c. 
of sand as ordinarily purchased, which is 
usually bulked, and 4 y.c. of cement 
ordinarily packed will produce 1 y.c. of 
concrete. 


Test this with Mr. Boughton’s method :—

This is near enough to 1 y.c. 


_i think that Mr. Boughton may be a 
little wrong in allowing 45 per cent. voids 
in coarse aggregate, but perhaps his judg- 
ment may be due to his assumption of 
badly graded material, which in my 
opinion does step-up the void ‘content. 
Assuming 45 per cent. voids, the computa- 
tion would then be :—

War Cemeteries. 

Mr. R. MorGan asked the _ Secre- 
tary of State for War whether Dr. Worth- 
ington, who had been appointed principal 
architect for North Africa and Egypt to 
advise on the planning and construction 
of cemeteries of the present war, would 
be allowed to extend his investigations to 
East Africa and Abyssinia. : 

Mr. A. HENDERSON said he regretted 
that Dr. Worthington would not be able 
with the time at his disposal, to extend 
his inquiry to Ethiopia and East Africa. 
The Imperial War Graves Commission 
was, however, taking the necessary steps 
in regard to the cemeteries in these two 
areas, 


Farm Cottages. 

MR. QUIBELL asked the Minister of 
Health if he would state the number of 
agricultural cottages for which tenders 
had now been accepted; the number of 
these based on the plans prepared re- 
spectively by his Department and by the 
Ministry of Works; the highest and 
lowest accepted tenders, exclusive of 
land, roads and sewers, for the different 
types; the number of houses on which 
work had been begun, or would be begun, 
before the end of July; and what 
action he proposed to take in regard to 
the houses for which acceptable tenders 
had not yet been received. 

Mr. E. Brown: Tenders have been ac- 
cepted for 2,668 cottages, of which 2,580 
are to be built to the plans prepared by 
my Department and 88 to the plans pre- 
pared by the Ministry of Works. For 
the cottages based on Ministry of Health 
plans the highest accepted tenders, ex- 
clusive of land, roads, sewers, archi- 
tect’s fees, etc., are £971 for parlour 
houses and £868 for non-parlour houses. 
The lowest accepted tenders are £644 for 
parlour houses and £646 for non-parlour 
houses. The comparable figures’ for 
houses on the Ministry of Works plans, 
which are all non-parlour, are £807 
highest and £635 lowest. Work has begun 
on 917 houses and is expected to begin 
on another 595 by the end of the month. 
As regards the last part of the question, 
it has been decided that the best course 
is for the Councils concerned to make 
further efforts to obtain satisfactory 
tenders and that the best way in which 
the services of the large builders can be 
utilised will be to invite them to tender 
for individual schemes. 

MR. WAKEFIELD asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works if the 
same facilities to obtain labour and 
materials for building agricultural cot- 
tages would be given to the small builders 
as those given to the large contractors. 

Mr. Hicks: Yes, sir. 

Mr. WAKEFIELD: While I thank the 
Parliamentary Secretary for his reply, is 
he aware that there is a feeling among 
the small contractors that men would 
not be directed to them from the large 
contractors in the same way as men had 
been taken away from the small contrac- 
tors and directed to the large contractors 
in recent years? Is he further aware 
that his answer will give great satisfac- 
tion to these small contractors who play 
such an important part in the life of the 
country ? 

Mr. Hicks: I thank my hon. friend for 
his remarks. All the work will be given 
W.B.A. priority, the materials will be 
speeded up for their use, and if there are 
any difficulties in regard to either one or 
i other, I shall be only too happy to 
lelp. 

Mr. Lortus: Will the Minister give 
every facility for the use of local material 
and not attempt to impose a cast-iron 
plan at the centre specifying ‘all the 
materials to be used ? 

Mr. Hicks: We are flexible. 


Private Enterprise Housing. 

Mr. CRraveN-Ettis asked the Minister 
of Health whether consideration would 
be‘given to informing private enterprise 
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building industry what was expected of 
them in the post-war housing programme 
and to not proceeding with local authority 
housing unless private enterprise was 
found to be incapable of dealing with 
post-war requirements. 

Mr. Brown said that a sub-committee 
of his Central Housing Advisory Com- 
mittee. under the Chairmanship of Sir 
Felix Pole, was now examining the part 
that private enterprise could best play 
in post-war housing and the conditions 
under which it could most effectively 
operate, 

Mr. CRavEeNn-Ettis asked how long this 
Committee was going to sit before it made 
its report, and whether private enterprise 
was approached on the question of the 
post-war programme before local 
authorities. 

Mr. Brown : The Committee will report 
when it has done its work. The principal 
issue concerned is what will be the econo- 
mic conditions in which private enter- 
prise can play its part. 

Mr. SHINWELL: Will it not take a very 
long time for this Committee to find out 
how private enterprise can solve the 
housing problem ? 

Mr. Brown: There is a very great deal 
of information ‘concerning the, errors 
and failures of private enterprise housing 
over the first ten years after the last war. 
Mr, KirkKwoop: Is it not the case that 
if there is one thing which is decided 
to-day it is that private enterprise has 
failed in the building of houses ? 

Mr. Brown: The answer is that m 
England and Wales private enterprise 
built 3,000,000 out of the 4,000,000 built 
between the two wars. 

MR. Leste asked the Minister of Health 
whether he was aware that after the last 
war there was a considerable amount of 
scamping in housing contracts by certain 
private builders; and, in order to pre 
vent a repetition of this would he lay 
strict injunctions on local authorities to 
see that adequate inspection was carried 
out so that sound materials would be 
used in the erection of houses and care 
taken in their construction. 

Mr. Brown said he was aware of these 
complaints, and one of the matters which 
were being examined by the sub-com- 
mittee of his Central Housing Advisory 
Committee on Private Enterprise Housing 
was the method of ensuring, whether 
through local authorities or otherwise. 
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Above photo shows two pairs of a range of King

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what it was essential to ensure, namely, 
that the houses of the future were good 
houses in all respects. 

Mr. WAKEFIELD asked the Minister of 
Health why, if subsidies were paid to 
local authorities for the building of cer 
tain types of houses, they could not alsa 
be given to private enterprise to do the 
same kind of work. 

MR. BROWN said that the subsidies pay- 
able to local authorities were closely 
linked with their duty to clear the slums 
and abate overcrowding. The authorities 
were required to give preference to per- 


sons who were occupying insanitary or ~ 


overcrowded houses, had large families or 
were living under unsatisfactory condi- 
tions, and many of them took advantage 
of the powers conferred on them to grant 
rebates from rent in appropriate cases. 


Planning in Scotland. : 

Mr, JOHNSTON, moving the second read- 
ing of the Town and Country Planning 
(Scotland) Bill said that the measure had 
four main objects :— 

(a) To extend planning control to cover 
the whole country; 

(b) to strengthen the powers of plan- 
ning authorities while their planning 
schemes are being prepared; 

(c) to give the Secretary of State, as 
Planning Minister, power to intervene in 
planning questions; and 

(d) to facilitate the combination of local 
authorities fur planning purposes. 

The Bill was read a second time. 


Post-War London. 

Mr. Bossom asked the Minister of Town 
and Country Planning whether, as the 
Royal Academy of Arts, the Royal Insti- 
tute of British Architects and the London 
County Council had each prepared and 
exhibited their recommendations for the 
post-war development of London, he in- 
tended taking any action to ensure that 
London got the best elements of these 
and of any other proposals; and what 
procedure did he propose following to 
achieve this. 

Mr. W. S. Morrison said that_the 
Statutory Planning Authorities for Lon- 
don had not yet submitted any seheme 
for his approval. He had no doubt that 
before they did so they would consider 
the suggestions already publicly made by 
responsible bodies and persons. These 
would also be available to him when the 
plans of the Statutory Authorities came 
before him. 


House-building Methods in U.S. 

Mr. Astor asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works 
whether he would obtain reports on re- 
cent developments in the United States 
of America in prefabricated houses and 
new methods of house building. 

Mr. Hicks: The Minister was at present 
arranging to send a mission consisting of 
a master builder, an architect and a repre- 
sentative of the operatives to America in 
the immediate future to study new build- 
ing methods. He hoped to be able to 
announce the names next week. 


Subsidy Costs. 

Mr. Craven Extis asked the Minister 
of Health what would ultimately be the 
total cost to the taxpayer and ratepayer 
for the subsidies granted to local authori- 
ties for the 1,000,000 houses built by local 
authorities between the two world wars. 

Mr. Brown said that the liability in 
respect of Exchequer subsidies was esti- 
mated to be of the order of £600 million. 
That in respect of rate contributions 
would be substantially less, but sufficient 
data were not available for framing an 
estimate. 

Mr... Craven Etiis: Has the hon. 
gentleman gone through all the records, 
because the total cost will be no less 
than £2,500,000 ? What has influenced 
the Government to pay subsidies on 
houses ? 

Mr. Brown: The answer is clear in the 
history of the 20 years before the war. 

Mr. Ivor THomas: Is it not true that 
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private enterprise proved totally ineap- 
able of providing the houses ? 

Mr. Brown: Private enterprise has 
provided 3,000,000 and public enterprise 
1,000,000 in 20 years. 


Partly Built Houses. 

Str ADRIAN BAtLite asked the Minister 
of Health if he would state the number 
of partially built houses now awaiting 
completion in different parts of the 
country. 

Mr. Brown said that the latest statis- 
tical returns related to March 31, 1942, 


at which date there were 11,600 
dwellings, of which 7,426 were begun 
before the war, in various stages 


of construction in schemes approved 
under the Housing Acts. He had 
no similar information, at present, 
regarding dwellings under erection by 
private enterprise, but it was being 
obtained by his officers in the course of 
visits which they were paying to local 
authorities. 


Land Speculatidn. 

Mr. BootHsy asked the Minister of 
Town and Country Planning whether his 
attention had been drawn to the fact that 
real property was changing hands at in- 
flated prices throughout the country; 
and, in view of the serious effect that the 
continued speculative purchase of land 
must have upon any schemes for national 
reconstruction and development, whether 
he would give an assurance that a state- 
ment of Government policy with regard 
to town and country planning would be 
made at the earliest possible moment. 

Mr. W. S. MORRISON said he was aware 
that in some cases real property was 
being sold at prices above those current 
at March 31, 1939. The Government had 
already announced their acceptance in 
principle of the recommendation of the 
Uthwatt Committee that, in order to pre- 
vent post-war reconstruction from being 
prejudiced, the compensation payable in 
the public acquisition or control of land 
should not exceed the standard of values 
at that date. The detailed application of 
that principle was still under examination 
and he could: not say how soon it would 
be possible to make a further statement 
on the matter.

The Ministry of Supply announce that 
Major J..M. Campbell has asked to be 
relieved from his duties as Joint Deputy 
Controiler for Raw Materials in the Iron 
and Steel Control, and this has been 
agreed to with regret by the Minister.

Deputy Controller with Major Campbell, 
will carry on as Deputy Controller for 
Raw Materials. 

The Iron and Steel Controller has 
accepted, with much regret, the resigna- 
tion of Mr. T. H. Summerson as Director 
for Steel Castings, whose release has been 
applied for by his company. His place 
will be taken by Mr. H. Humphries, 
who will also continue his existing office 
as Director for Steel Forgings, and Tyres, 
Wheels and Axles. 

Mr. P. C. Fassotte will continue as 
Technical Director (Castings) and Mr. 
H. P. R. Scott as Deputy Director for 
Steel Castings.

Truck and Ladder Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, 

The first annual general meeting of this 
Association was held at 6, Holborn- 
viaduct, London, E.C., on Monday, 19th 
July. Mr, G. A. Cayless, who was in the 
chair, was re-elected President for the 
ensuing year, and Mr. Farrar, Vice-Presi- 
dent. Mr. Farnell and Mr. Gough were 
re-elected members of the council, The 
President then gave a detailed report of 
the Council’s activities during the past 
twelve months, 


The Housing Centre. 

At the annual general meeting of the 
Housing Centre on July 14, the Minister 
of Town and Country Planning, Mr. 
W. 8S. Morrison, gave the address. The 
Chairman of the Housing Centre, Pro- 
fessor Patrick Abercrombie, presided. 
Speakers at the meeting referred to the 
Report of the year’s work, which showed 
the important part which the Centre is 
taking in building up an informed public 
opinion on housing and planning matters. 
‘““Tf,’’ it was stated, ‘‘ housing and plan- 
ning policy is to meet with success in a 
democratic country it will be not only 
by virtue of its technical efficiency, but 
also because it has evolved from the will 
of the people. The Housing Centre aims 
at stimulating that will through its exhi- 
bitions, talks, film slides and publicity 
work, and informing it through its infor- 
mation and research services.” 


Two new touring exhibitions have been 
made during the year. One of them was 
based on ‘‘ The Scott Report,’’ and for 
the first time presented a Government 
report to the public in visual form. All 
the Centre’s ten touring exhibitions have 
been shown all over the country from 
Cornwall to the Orkney Islands, many of 
them to audiences in His Majesty’s Forces. 
The Centre is an association of individuals 
of all proféssions, trades and _ interests 
whose single purpose in joining the Centre 
is the improvement of living conditions. 
Many new members have joined during 
the year, including many local authorities. 
More are needed. 
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Post-War Supplies of Building Materials, 

The following resolution was unani- 
mously adopted by the National Council 
of Building Material Producers at its 


. general meeting on July 20 :— 


‘‘That this general meeting of the 
National Council of Building Material 
Producers notes with concern the 
numerous public pronouncements — and 
Press references which imply that the 
post-war building programme will be 
hampered or retarded by a scarcity of 
building materials, and requests the 
Executive Committee to inform the 
Government Departments concerned that, 
following upon their examination of the 
potential resources of the trade as com- 
piled by the respective Associations, it can 
be stated with confidence that building 
material producers will be able fully to 
meet the national post-war demand as it 
develops, on such scale as can reasonably 
be inferred from the labour estimates 
upon which the Government White Paper 
(Cmd. 6428) is founded. 

“In particular, this Council notes that 
many commentators take it for granted 
that, for a long period after the war, 
timber for the building industry will be 
almost unobtainable. The Council is satis- 
fied that, given a reasonable allocation of 
the ocean tonnage likely to be available, 
timber will rapidly resume its vital part 
in the building industry.”’ 


Road Improvement. 

The fifty-sixth annual report, presented 
at the recently held annual meeting of 
the Roads Improvement Association, em- 
phasises that all planning for post-war 
reconstruction and development should be 
based upon a modernised road system 
evolved from a study of the location and 
trend of traffic and its potential develop- 
ment from the redistribution of industry, 
the development of agriculture, and the 
creation of new residential accommodation 
after the war. Spasmodic, haphazard and 
disconnected widenfig and improvement 
works carried out where circumstances are 
favourable, while more urgent works stand 
by when local difficulties are troublesome, 


_ are deprecated. 


Present conditions indicate that when 
hostilities cease unemployment will not be 
large, as labour will be needed mainly to 
replace rapidly the exhausted stocks of 
civilian commodities. It will, therefore, 
be necessary to estimate the finance, labour 
and materials that will be available for 
road_ reconstruction and improvement 
schemes, and with this. information 
ensure that priority is given to those 
works which will provide the greatest 
immediate benefit to all road users.

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PRINCIPAL FACADE ‘OF THE ALCAZAR AT SEVILLE 


The principal facade is situated in the Court of the Hunt, and is a wonderful construction, richly ornamented, painted and gilded, and belonging to the 
purest Almohade style. A real doorway and two simulated doorways torm the lower portion; above these are three, balconies or arched windows 
with pillars in the centre. All the columns of the facade, like those of the entire front, are of rich marbles. Above the fascia of exquisitely interlaced 
arches, which can be seen over the simulated doors, are small shields, with castles and lions, and around another wide fascia of delicate Arabic. work 
which extends between the two lintels above the arched windows, is traced this inscription in Gothic characters :—‘* The very exalted and very noble 
and ‘very powerful and very triumphant Don Pedro, by the grace of God, King of Castilla and of Leon, ordered the construction of these fortresses 
and of these palaces and of these portals, and the work twas carried out in 1364" (Arabic year 1401).

laid on the roof, give that additional protection 
which the flat pitch demands. 

As in the case of the Dignus Tiles, all of the usual 
accessories are supplied with the Weatherblock, 
and here again delivery can be given from stock.
